1[4 . Evrensel  / Ten  village  guards  who  were 
accused  of  killing  eight  villagers  in 
Midyat/Mardin  are  sentenced  to  life 
imprisonment . 


1[5 . Evrensel  / Widow  women  in  Sirnak  started  a 
support  group.  The  group  has  about  600 
members  who  lost  their  spouses. 


1L6 . Mini  Gazete/  Muhammed  Guzelkurtoglu,  Head 
of  the  Health  Services  in  Van  announced 
that  about  2500  health  personnel  would  be 
appointed  to  Van  which  urgently  needs 
medical  personnel.  These  people  would  be 
working  on  yearly  contracts  and  with  higher 
salaries .

According  to  Demir  Christian 
Missionaries  put  American  Dollars  in  the 
bibles  they  give  away  to  attract  people.

Turkiye,  Milli  Gazete  / Salih  Alma,  a 
farmer  from  Harran  announced  that  he  had 
the  first  fruits  of  the  banana  trees  that 
he  planted  five  years  ago.  Farmers  who 
used  to  grow  just  wheat  and  cotton  in  the 
area  now  grow  soybeans,  corn,  almonds  and 
different  types  of  fruits.
